Pacific Coast's Delegation to Congress 


Agree Upon ft Chinese Kxrliision 
Bill—Another Proposition Kcslrlct- 
inj{ Immigration—Si-hley 
Doings at Washington. 
Washington. Jan. 7.—Senator Lodge, 


chairman of the committee on Philip- 
pines, will Introduce in 
the senate 


a bill lor a temporary government ol 
the 1'hihppines, drafted alter many 
consultations with wai department 
officials directly interested in insular 
affairs and the government of 
the 


Philippines The Dill will not be made 
a part of the Philippine revenue bill, 
which has passed the house, but will 
be an independent ineasme. The bill 
does not attempt to establish a new 
Torm ol government in the Philippines, 
but confiims ot the action ol President 
MtKfnley in cieating a commission 
and latifles the afts ot that commis- 
sion. It also gives the president au- 
thonty while there is armed resist- 
ance in any parr ol the islands to the 
United States to regulate and control 
Inter-island commerce. Se(tion 4, fol- 
lowing the Porto Rican act, gives the 
government ot the Philippines power 
to improve the harbors and other in- 
struments of commerce, and section 5, 
turns over to the government ot the 
Philippines all bridges, highways, etc. 
TJndei section G, the government of 
the Philippines is empowered to make 
rules and regulations lor the disposi- 
tion ol public lands, other than timber 
and mineral lands, such regulations to 
have the force, and effect ot law only 
alter they have been approved by the 
president and congress. The Philippine 
commission is empowered to purchase 
the lands ot the religious orders and 
dispose of them on proper terms to 
the actual occupants. The granting ot 
franchises is safeguarded by provis- 
ions based on the corporation laws ot 
Massachusetts. 
Provisions 
are em- 


bodied lor establishing a coinage sys- 
tem on the lines of Special Agent 
Conant's report 
The final sections of 


the bill make provisions for a bank- 
ing system and authorize banks of the 
United States to ue established in the 
Philippines 
' 


Chinese Exclusion. 


The Pacific coast delegation agreed 


upon a Chinese exclusion bill. It eon- 
tains over 40 pages and is drawn so 
as to absolutely prevent Chinese com- 
ing to this country, save officials and 
those who are aheady here. Certifi- 
cation and legistration are provided, 
and the most rigid inspection com- 
pelled. The transportation companies 
are made responsible lor 
bringing 


Chinese to this country, not entitled 
to entry. Chinese in Hawaii, the Phil- 
ippines and Porto Rico are not allowed 
to enter the United States, nor are 
Chinese allowed to enter these islands. 


A bill restricting immigration was 


introduced in the house by Represen- 
tative Dalzell. of Pennsylvania. It ma- 
terially increases the disabilities of 
alien immigrants. Among those it ex- 
cludes are "persons who have been 
engaged m any plot against any gov- 
ernment or any of its officers, or who 
are anarchists, polygamists, Nihilists, 
or members of any secret society, 
whose constitution or compact is con- 
trary to the constitution of the United 
States." Representative Grosvenor, of 
Ohio, introduced an anti-anarchist bilL 
It is similar to other measures on this 
subject except that the death penalty 
is provided for criminal assaults on 
an officer of the government, without 
specifically designating the president 
as the one assaulted.

troduced by Representative Schirra. of 
Mar} land. It provides an appropria- 
tion of $12,000 for bronze tablets, com-

diug: Stoiie utid cut iu Imlf a pound of 
finest dessert raisins, add half a pound 
Kultana. raislus, oiic and a half pounds 
currants, a quarter pouuU wieh of can- 
diwl leuiou and citron, the latter sliced 
as tliluly as possible. Strain 'the juice 
Of a large lemon over these and add a 
pouud of very finely rubbed and rolled 
suet. a. pouud and' a half of dry bread 
crumbs, a pound and a half of crushed 
macaroons, a pound, of well dried Hour. 
two pounds of Deiuerara sugar, a quar- 
ter of an ounce of uutuieg. a quarter of 
a pouud of sweet almonds, blanched 
and chopped, and a few bitter almonds 
similarly treated. When chopping the 
alrnonds, add 1o them a tablespooufnl 
of orange flower water. Beat separate- 
ly the yolks and whites of twelve eggs, 
and wheii all the other ingredient's have 
been thoroughly mired together in a 
dry state stir into the eggs a gill of 
brown brandy and, if possible, a gill of 
cherry brandy and mix the pudding 
with them. If more liquid is required, 
add a. little milk. These arc the quanti- 
ties for a very large pudding,, which 
should be "boiled iu a mold and will 
take about eight hours. The pudding 
should be hung in a cool, dry place uii- 
til u--»ded. when it will require about 
two more hours' boiling. If tiie quanti- 
ty is lessened, of course the time re- 
quired for cooking will be correspond- 
ingly decreased.

spondent responsible for the dispatcl 
stated with a positiveness calculated t< 
carry conviction that the United State: 
government fully appreciated the situa 
lion and was botb "alert and pre 
pared." 


A day later the New York Journa 


criticised The Times' dispatch, and th« 
New York Evening Post also took ex 
ception to the suggestion contained in 
the "information" 
from Washington 


Then followed on the part of The 
Times an example of candor and franU 
though dignified self abasement proba 
bly unparalleled in American journal 
ism. There was no effort to set itself 
partJally right by demonstrating tha 
some contejnporary was even more 
wrong.

On the first page of the New York 
Tines yesterday appeared a Washington 
dispatch headed. "Possibility of a War 
With the German Empire.'* The allege- 
possibility rested on the disturbances in 
Venezuela. It was assarted that our gov- 
ernment had the chances of a clash with 
Germany constantly in mind and was pre- 
paring for it. 
Sensational journalism may be either 


g-oocl or bad. It appears to us that thSs is 
distinctly sensational journalism of 
bad kind. The statement that xvc are con- 
templating the possibility of a war with 
Germany can be productive of nothing 
but mischief. Of course it is well to make 
all European powers understand that none 
of them can acquire territory in America 
without fighting the United States 
A 
thorough understanding of this general 
principle must promote peace,. but t 
is no excuse for singling out Germany. =;s 
if the Monroe doctrine were invented ex- 
pressly for her. 


These observations are jndieious and 


sensible. The censure which they con- 
vey is fully deserved by The Ti 
It is not the policy" or the practice of 
The Times to gi^e place to basplpss 
and mischievous reports, to which ca'e- 
gory the Washington dispatch in ques- 
tion clearly belongs. The conductors 
of The Times endeavor faithfully to 
use due diligence to exclude false news 
and noxious trash from its columns. 
By one of those accidents or oversight's 
which sometimes baffle the intentions 
of finite men this Washington dispatch 
about Germany got into the columns of 
The Times. For the harm St has done 
tve feel more regret than we can ox- 
press. As our neighbor The Kvening 
Post justly says: "It is not rreditahie 
to a respectable newspaper that it 
should publish a dispatch from Wash- 
ington, as The Times did yostprifc-y. 
representing that there Is danger of 
war between Germany find the United 
States over the complications in Vene- 
zuela. There is an utter lack of evi- 
dence to support such a sensation." 
The Times docs not willingly or -with 
intent do things not creditable to it or 
likely to impair its reputation or di- 
minish the confidence of its readers in 
the correctness of its news and the con- 
servatism of its principles. • 


We accordingly declare that it is 


•within the knowledge of this newspa- 
per that the relations between Ger- 
many and the United States are wholly 
amicable and that the belief io their 
continuance is based upon.reasons of 
uousual validity. The procedures of 
Germany in her preparations to compel 
Venezuela to keep faith expose her nei- 
ther to reproach nor to suspicion on o'jr 
part. They have not been taken in dis- 
regard of precedent or of the accepted 
principles of international la-rr. Not 
only has she done nothing in contra- 
vention of the Monroe doctrine, but it 
may be said that her courteous nod I 
friendly communications to onr gov- 
ernment advance that -doctrine one 
step further toward universal accept- 
ance as a part of Hie unquestioned law 
of nations. We nave no reason to re-' 
sard Germany save as a. good friend, 
and The Times wishes to make its dis- 
cJaimer of the unfortunate Washington 
dispatch to which vre have referred as 
broad and unreserved as language cau 
make it.

CONSUMPTION IN GERMANY 


Sacee«*fQl Re*nlU of tfae Open Air 


Treatment. 


Consul General Mason sends from 


Berlin to the state department at 
Washington a translation of a report 
by the imperial health officer on the 
successful results of the open air treat- 
ment of consumption in Germany. This 
report was requested for the benefit of 
the marine hospital service, and a copy 
has beeii seat to the surgeon general. 
Mr. Mason notes that the success of 
this treatment has caused the erection 
of a large number of establishments in 
Germany— sixty, with 5,000 beds— in 
the spring of 1901. In almost half the 
cases the patients had been sick for 
less than a year before applying - for 
admission to the institutions. The av- 
erage duration of treatment was 92.4 
days for each patient. Data as to the 
final results show that of each hundred 
patients treated 87.7 per cent were dis- 
charged as cured or improved, 8.8 per 
cent left unimproved, 3.1 per cent were 
worse, and one-half of 1 per cent died. 
The favorable results were in part due 
to a careful selection of cases suitable 
for treatment hi the institutions.
